Houseboaters Are Ready To Fight

Sausalito w aterfront 
community turned out in full 
force last night to protest a 
Coast Guard proposal that 
would prohibit houseboats and 
other vessels from anchoring on 
the navigable waters of Rich­ 
ardson Bay. 
About 250 persons, dressed in 
slickers, seam en’s sw eaters 
and stocking caps, crowded into 
the auditorium 
at 
Central 
School for a public hearing on 
the plan, which would ban ves­ 
sels in waters northwest of an 
imaginary line running from 
Strawberry Point to about a 
q u arter mile 
off Sausalito 
Point. 
They accused the county 
board of supervisors, owners of 


Clipper Yacht Harbor and the 
Golden Gate Bridge District of 
cooking up the proposal to run 
houseboaters out of waters they 
have occupied for years 
“If you go into Gate 5 and try 
to move any boats, then you’re 
going to have a war on your 
hands,” Dean Jennings told 
Cmdr. 
Gordon Dickman and 
Capt. Frederick W. Folger of 
the Coast Guard's Marine Safe­ 
ty Division n San Francisco 
Dickman told the assemblage 
that the Coast Guard would 
take no further action on the 
proposal until after conferring 
with officials from the City of 
Sausalito and Marin County. 
Sausalito Mayor Evert H. 
Heynneman received thunder­ 
ous applause when he read an 


official position statement from 
the city council, calling for the 
Coast Guard to withdraw or 
defer action on the proposal to 
allow the city and local mari­ 
time interests sufficient time to 
plan and implement local solu­ 
tions to the problem of boater 
safety in the bay. 


The most attacked part of the 
plan was a proposed “general 
anchorage area.” which ould 
occupy 800 square feet north­ 
west of the drydocks in Rich­ 
ardson Bay. Boats would be 
allowed to anchor there only 30 
days. 


Members of the audience said 
“the postage-stamp-sized area” 
could accom m odate only 10 
boats safely and that “a man 


wearing hip boots could walk 
around itn it at low tide.” 
Many persons accused the 
Coast Guard of harassment by 
sending patrol boats down “ in 
the dead of night to shine lights 
on sleeping families and tell 
them to move their house­ 
boats.” 
They said the solution to the 
problem would be to clearly 
mark a channel through the 
area and allow boats to anchor 
on either side of it

OTTAWA (U P I) - Prim e 
M inister P ie rre E llio tt T ru ­ 
deau’s handling of inflation, the 
issue that toppled his Liberal 
government two months ago, 
won him a surprising and solid 
victory early today in Canada’s 
general election. 


The liberals won at least 14C 
seats in the House of Commons, 
seven more than they needed to 
capture control of Parliam ent 
for the next four years. 
The 
latest result gave the 
Conservatives 95 seats, and the 
Q uebec-based 
Social 
Credit 
movement 12. The New Demo­ 
cratic Party had 16. and the 
anti-French mayor of Moncton, 
N .B., got elected as an inde­ 
pendent despite disavowal by 
the Conservative party. 
It 
was a 
victory that sur­ 
prised pollsters, who had pre­ 
dicted that neither Trudeau nor 
opposition Conservative leader 
Robert L. Stanfield would gain 
an absolute majority. 
Until his government was top­ 
pled 
May 8 on 
the inflation 
issue, Trudeau had ruled for 18 
months with a minority govern­ 
ment kept in office with support 
of the socialist New Democratic 
Party. It was the defection of 
the New Democrats that top­ 
pled Trudeau. 
Ironically, the New Democrat 
leader David Lewis, was beaten 
in Toronto. His party’s parlia­

“ lip service” to the merits of

Riles Charts Areas 
In Schools7 Reforms 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Com­ 
munity involvement is needed 
for California high schools to 
meet individual needs of stu­ 
dents, state schools chief Wil­ 
son Riles says. 


“ We are meeting the needs of 
the majority of students, but 
there is a large minority whose 
needs we aren’t meeting at 
all,” Riles said yesterday at a 
news conference following the 
first meeting of the newly ap­ 
pointed Commission on Reform 
of Intermediate and Secondary 
Education 
Riles said many students are 
bored in school, many drop out 
and many feel education is not 
relevant to their needs. 


Although there is not a “cri- 
cis situation’’ in California 
schools, he said, the new 36- 
member commission will seek 
to define the problems and pro­ 
pose solutions. 
“Schools have become discon­ 


nected with their com m uni­ 
ties,’’ Riles said, “and in some 
instances schools have become 
self-serving.” 
The commission, which is to 
make its report to Riles in six 
m onths, includes stu d e n ts, 
teachers, university professors, 
and representatives of labor, 
agriculture and industry. 
“Why can’t we think of the 
student as a client to be served 
by the institution rather than 
something to be pushed through 
a mold,” he asked. 
The new commission will in­ 
vestigate all phases of interme­ 
diate and secondary education, 
and Riles said he has commit­ 
ted his office to pushing for 
rapid im plem entation of the 
commission’s suggestions. How­ 
ever, the state board of educa­ 
tion has not authorized the com­ 
mission. 
Dr. Leland Newcomer, presi­ 
dent of La Verne College and 
chairman of the commission,

The W ashington Dem ocrat 
also called on the administra­ 
tion to withdraw its embassy 
from Taiwan and extend full 
diplomatic recognition to Com­ 
munist China. 
Jackson, who returned Satur­ 
day from a seven-day trip to 
the People’s Republic of China, 
said that by reversing “our 
embassy and liaison office as 


between Taipei (the capital of 
Taiwan) and Pelting,” the Unit­ 
ed States could further better 
relations with the mainland 
The United States presently 
maintains full diplomatic ties 
with Taiwan but maintains orJy 
a liaison office in Peking. 
Jackson’s pending am end­ 
ment to the trade reform bill 
would withhold granting “most 
favored nation” trade status to 
the Soviet Union until Russian 
Jews and other citizens are 
allowed to emigrate freely to 
other countries. 
Such trade status would place 
the Soviets on a par with other 
nations currently trading with 
this country-. 
Jackson said annual numbers 
of Soviets allowed to emigrate 
was up for negotiation. 
He said he has been working 


closely with Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger on his amend­ 
ment. 
“ I do believe there is an area 
of compromise and negotiation 
can be effectuated,” Jackson 
said, adding that he did not 
support total withdrawal of U S 
diplomatic relations with Tai­ 
wan —as the mainland Chinese 
have sought. 
He said that Premier Chou 
En-Lai, with whom he met last 
week, was “a sick m an,” and 
that China would have a serious 
succession problem in the fu­ 
ture.

grant to Las Gallinas Valley 
Sanitary District has been ap­ 
proved by the state, Sen.

d is tric t board learn ed la s t 
night. 


Supt. P e te r P alch es m ade 
(hat estim ate for the board at a 
special meeting to discuss a 
proposed election in which vot­ 
ers wouJd decide whether or not 
to raise spending per pupil. 


The board agreed to continue 
discussing the election at a 
meeting next Monday at Mill 
Valley Middle School, Palches 
said. 


State law limits (he revenue 
which districts may raise by 
property taxes by restricting 
how much districts can spend 
per pupil. Under the state for­ 
mula, the Mill Valley district 
will spend $1,234 per pupil in 
1974-75. Last year it spent $1,- 
204. 


The estim ated limit for (he 
district for 1975-76 is $1,264. 
Palches said that the election, 
if held in November or March, 
would give the district power to 
spend $1,464 per pupil in 1975- 


76, an increase of $200 over its 
usual limit. 


Without the increase, be said, 
the district would have to drop 
14 
or 15 adm inistrative and 
teaching p erso n n el, close a 
school and stop or reduce bus 
transportation. 


If an increase in spending per 
pupil were approved, it would 
mean higher tax bills through 
an increase in the 1975-76 tax 


rate, Palches said, on top of 


recent dram atic increases in 
assessed valuation. 


The 1974-75 rate will be $3.38 
p er $100 assessed valuation, 
down about 25 cents from 1973- 
74. 
Without approval of the 
spending per pupil increase for 
1.975-76, the rate would be $3,04, 
Palches noted. But if voters 
approve the spending increase, 
the rate will be $3.52.

Cosmonauts On Go Another Week 


MOSCOW OJPI) - The head 
of the Soviet cosmonaut train­ 
ing program said today the 
Soyuz-14 cosmonauts, in their 
fifth day aboard the SaIyut-3 
space station, will remain aloft 
at least another week. 
Maj. Gen. Vladimir A. Shata- 
lov told American correspon­ 
dents touring the cosmonaut 
training center at Zvyozdni Go- 


rodok (Star City) 20 miles east 
of Moscow, that the cosmonauts 
were not seeking any space 
endurance records. 
Asked if the men would stay 
in orbit another week, Shatalov 
nodded affirmatively. He shook 
his head when queried if it 
would be two weeks and replied 
‘ maybe” to a 10-day figure. 
The American newsmen were 


taken on the 90-minute tour to 
observe nine American astro­ 
nauts training with Soviet cos­ 
monauts in preparation for next 
year’s Soyuz-Apollo linkup. 
Soviet newspapers said the 
Soyuz-14 cosmonauts were fol­ 
lowing a rigorous, 13-hour daily 
work schedule which prompted 
one of them to complain joking­ 
ly to ground controllers. 


“Soon we’ll elect a local trade 
union committee here and limit 
our working day,” Col. Pavel 
Popovich, the wisecracking 
mission commander, told 
ground controllers yesterday, 
accordung to Trud, the trade 
union newspaper. 
Soviet media said all was 
going well on the cosmonauts’ 
fifth day aboard their 20-ton, 


three-room Salyut. The men 
docked with the station 26 hours 
after their launch last Wednes­ 
day. 
In addition to 13 hours of 
work, Popovich and fellow cos­ 
monaut Lt. Col. Yuri Artyu- 
khin, both 44. get eight hours of 
sleep a day, one hour of rest, 
and two hours of physical exer­ 
cise, the newspapers said. 
Reports from Soviet corre­ 
spondents at the flight control 
center indicated that Soviet sci­ 
entists were especially con­ 


cerned about the effect of 
weightlessness on the cosmo­ 
nauts. 
Both men worked out on the 
station’s physical exercise sim­ 
ulator for the first time yester­ 
day. They reported initial stiff­ 
ness in their leg and back 
muscles and some difficulty in 
walking, the newspapers said. 
They said scientists have 
done all they can to minimize' 
the weightlessness effect, even 
down to special painting of the 
laboratory’s inside.

Unhappy Birthday, 
U.S. Postal Service 


The United States Postal 
Service is now three years old 
This is an anniversary that 
should not be allowed to pass 
unnoticed. 
The USPS is a government 
corporation, run by a postmas­ 
ter general who is hired by a 
board of directors appointed by 
the president. It was set up this 
way, we were told on its crea­ 
tion by Congress back in 1971 to 
“take it out of politics.” 
The contention was that polit­ 
ical partisanship in postmaster 
appointments, and congression­ 
al meddling, made an efficient, 
self-sufficient mail service im­ 
possible. Take it out of politics, 
give it a “business administra­ 
tion,” and — so the argument 
went — the postal system 
would be able to pay its own 
way and provide better service. 
So the “independent corpora­ 
tion” was created. The board 
was appointed, and named El­ 
mer T. Klassen, a can company 
executive, as postmaster gener­ 
al. 


THAT WAS THREE years 
ago. It cost six cents to mail a 
letter, parcel post rates had 
recently been hiked, the post 
office was “in the red,” and 
there were num erous com ­ 
plaints about poor service. 
Now it costs 10 cents to mail 
a letter, parcel post rates are 
so high as to be prohibitive for 
mailing many articles, second- 
class rates have been hiked and 
are going up more — thus 
killing off many periodicals, 
and the postal system is farther 
“ in the red” than ever. As to 
those complaints of poor serv­ 
ice, the volume three years ago 
has since been far exceeded. If 
it has done nothing else, the 
USPS has set a 
record for 
customer complaints. 
For a specific example, read 
Ernest 
Murphy’s “ Reporter’s 
N otebook” on the opposite 
page.) 


Klassen (or whoever writes 
his public statements) noted the 
USPS’ third birthday with a 
claim that it “has improved the 
speed and reliability of mail 
service, launched a 
massive 
plant modernization program, 
and significantly increased pro­ 
ductivity, while stabilizing its 
work force.” 


SORRY, MR. KLASSEN, but 
saying it doesn’t make it so. 
Rep. H R. Gross, R-Iowa, 
points out that last year’s $2 
billion deficit for USPS “is 
about the same as the cost 
overruns for the entire period 
between fiscal 1946 and 1971 .. .

Although the work force has 
been “stabilized,” the payroll 
has risen 40 per cent. Part of 
this, as columnist Jack Ander­ 
son is fond of pointing out, is 
because Klassen has padded 
the payroll with numerous 
friends and cronies at salaries 
higher than are paid the top 
career employees from the old 
Post Office Department. 


WE NEVER understood why 
the post office, alone among 
government services, was sup­ 
posed to pay its own way. But 
that was a major goal in creat­ 
ing the USPS. Three years with 
it show — as Representative 
Gross’s figures make plain — 
that USPS is as far from doing 
that as it is from improving the 
mail service. 
When so m et h in g doesn't 
work, it should be junked.

It's Hard To Find Heroes 
In This Age Of Television

WHERE HAVE all the heroes gone0 
KEITH BERWICK, who is writing a 
book on American heroes, 
says that 
question 
was asked of some touring 
speakers repeatedly in the small cities of 
Western United States. It does make one 
stop and consider the present state of 
heroism. 
As we look back, we think of the giants 
of our past — Washington, Jefferson, 
Lincoln and others who have shaped our 
nation. It has been a long time since we 
have produced anyone of that stature Is 
an erosion of character to blame, or can 
we fault the times for giving us fewer 
candidates for Mount Rushm ore9 
We can find several 
answers, 
and 
certainly one of them is that tbe times 
are different 
Berwick quotes historian 
Daniel J Boorstin 
“Two centuries ago 
when 
a 
great 
man 
appeared 
people 
looked for God s purpose in him; today 
we look for his press agent.” 
This is a com m entary on the practice 
of turning men of heroic deeds into mere 
“ celebrities ” Something rubs off an as­ 
tronaut when he becomes a television 
huckster Too often an outstanding gener­ 
al loses his luster when be runs for office 
and shows his non-military face. 
Perhaps the biggest reason is that the

expansion of (he mass media has perm it­ 
ted us to know our heroes too well. It is 
easier to adm ire from afar than to have 
every side of a public figure’s personali­ 
ty, character and background brought 
into our homes on an alm ost intim ate 
level. 
We wonder if Washington or Jefferson 
could have sustained his im age for the 
ages if he had been subjected to the 
intense examination by the news agen­ 
cies that today’s heroes must face Just 
as television, for example, has brought 
wars and other m ajor events right into 
our living rooms, so have the media 
focused a relentless, probing light on 
every person of public prominence With­ 
out exception these “ heroes” prove to 
have w arts and weaknesses 
A public that is exposed to all this 
coverage is better informed, but it is also 
more skeptical, less ready to accept 
greatness on faith. And we have seen too 
many high-standing persons who turned 
out to have feet of clay We are almost 
afraid to revere anyone for fear he will 
prove to be human 
The old saying told us that heroes are 
bom, not made Nowadays it seem s they 
are more likely to be unmade. It s tough 
to find one — even tougher to be one 


WASHINGTON - Vice President Ger­ 
ald R. Ford has eaten his way in seven 
months through mpre miles of cream ed 
chicken and peas in patty shells than any 
political figure in recent times. 
The 
record is heroic — 175 form al speeches, a 
total of 215 if everything including those 
“few brief rem ark s” is included. 
At times he is above the political 
battle, as when he spoke at a Foreign 
Service Association luncheon commemo 
rating the 50th anniversary of the Rogers 
Act creating the service. But day after 
day be is out on the hustings rallying the 
Republican troops who have fallen back 
in dispirited disarray. 
As proof of his courage he is going intc 
(he districts likely to be toughest for the 
Republicans in November. One of his 
aides rem arked that they should surely 
give him a break now and then by 
scheduling him to speak for a candidate 
with a better than even chance to be 
elected. 


OUT OF RECENT political history 
(here is a striking parallel that says a lot 
for (he future WTien he was out of office 
following his 
defeat 
for governor of 
California, Richard Nixon, beginning in 
1966, went into congressional districts all 
over the country to speak Practicing law 
in New York with his partner, John N. 
Mitchell, he drove himself at a furious 
pace, often setting out on a 
Friday 
afternoon for a week end of barnstorm ­ 
ing 
Laying up capital in the political bank, 
he had sufficient delegates locked up long 
before the Republican convention of 1968 
opened in Miami Beach This cam e as a 
cruel shock to his chief opponent, Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller of New York. 
With the sam e cultivation of the men 
and women who run the party, the vice 
president is accum ulating a tidy political 
capital that can be drawn on in 1976. No 
candidate now on the horizon has any­ 
thing like this advantage. 


FORD INSISTS at every opportunity 
that he will not be a candidate for the 
presidency or any other office come '76 
That 
is a proper public posture 
In 
private he is wholly realistic. He knows 
that a draft is inevitable if circum stances 
are roughly the sam e two years from 
now as they are today. 
To even hit at personal ambition would 


be to change the perspective. He would 
no longer be the good guy, Mr. Stalw art, 
coming to the aid of the party in its dire 
strait. 
While he has som etim es seem ed to 
w aver on W atergate and the predicam ent 
of the president, he has thus far not put a 
foot wrong. One reason is that he relies 
on demountable platitudes good for all 
seasons. 
One thing at this stage looks certain. If 
he were to inherit the office through the 
resignation or the im peachm ent of the 
p resid en t, the R epublican convention 
would renom inate Ford by acclamation. 
And the widely held view today is that he 
would be re-elected on his own to a full 
four-year term . 


ENTER MR. CLEAN untarnished by 
even a trace of the W atergate scandals 
and at the sam e tim e loyal to his party 
and his president. 
The analogy with 
Calvin Coolidge, who took over after the 
death of W arren Harding and Teapot 
Dome, has some resem blance to the 
Ford-Nixon scenario Silent Cal was aid­ 
ed by the fact that the Democrats in 1924 
fore them selves to pieces in fratricidal 
warfare. 
Thirsting for the Nixon scalp, as most 
D em ocrats are, a few have second 
thoughts about the consequences of 
putting Ford into the office He might be 
there, granted that he inherits the presi­ 
dency soon, not for just six years but 
perhaps for 10 years. It is a sobering 
thought to the ambitious in the opposi­ 
tion. 


On balance, the vice president is proba­ 
bly more conservative than the president. 
In the past he has been decidedly hawk­ 
ish At a guess he would be less likely 
than Nixon to stand up to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff on nuclear arm s limitation, if 
only because he is less experienced and 
less knowledgeable 


With his 26 years in the House of 
Representatives, 10 as minority leader, 
he has a canny understanding of political 
trends He took due note the other day of 
a Louis Harris poll that showed how Gov 
George Wallace of Alabama had risen in 
popular esteem as a man of integrity 
But the last paragraph in particular 
caught his eye.

Latest Postal Service Advance: 
Pick Up Mail At Post Office 


Rohnert Park is what the 
U.S. Postal Service calls a “de­ 
veloping city.” 


As it relates to people who 
live there, that means the post­ 
al service can establish ways of 
cutting corners because there 
are no precedents to cite. 


Take mail delivery, for in­ 
stan ce. E veryone has heard 
how the postal service is in­ 
creasing mail charges almost 
continually in an effort to pay 
for itself. 


For all the money it must be 
making, the postal service must 
he providing better service be­ 
cause th at’s supposed to be its 
main job, right’ 
Not in Rohnert Park 


IN THE COUNTRY CLUB 
Estates subdivision, one of the 
newer sections of this predomi­ 
nately new city, residents have 
no home mail delivery what­ 
soever — they must drive about 
three miles to the Cotati Post 
Office for their correspondence. 
The subdivision has that deso­ 
late look of a new tract develop­ 
ment — hardly any vegetation, 
no lawns. And there are no 
street signs. 
The s tre e t signs a re the 
Catch-22 which has prevented 
mail delivery. 
It’s postal service has a nifty 
policy which states that all new 
housing developments will be 
equipped with rural style curb- 
Mde boxes rather than house- 
mounted ones. 
This is because the postal 
service has calculated that it is 
inefficient and uneconomical to 
deliver to house-mounted boxes 
in areas where lots are more 
than 50 feet wide and houses 
are more than 30 feet from the 
street. Country Club Estates 
doesn’t meet guideline No. 1 
above, and so it’s just too bad 
for the poeple who live there. 
(They don’t get a reduction in 
mailing fees to compensate for 
the lack of mail delivered to 
their door.) 


THE LACK of street signs 
complicates the situation fur­ 
ther. 
Forhim Corp . which built the 
subdivision, says it has ordered 
signs from one of the two com­ 
panies in the nation which m an­ 
ufacture them Since there are 
so many orders for so few sign 


companies, the delays are long. 
So like the proverbial laun- 
dryman (“No tickee no wash- 
ee”), the postal service has 
decided no signs mean no mail. 


AND THERE’S YET another 
hassle — the Rohnert Park City 
Council has on the books an 
ordinance prohibiting the curb- 
side mailboxes which the postal 
service insists upon. The coun­ 
cil thinks they arc unesthetic 
for much the sam e reason most 
people think telephone poles are 
m ore unsightly than u n d er­ 
ground wires. 
The council has protested to 
the postal service, which has 
answered that curbside deliv­ 
ery will be used anyway despite 
the feelings of the locals (what 
do they know about running a 
postal system anyw ay?) be­ 
cause curbside delivery is “a 
new concept designed to make 
the post office a break-even 
proposition,'’ as a local postal 
official explained 
There you have it. The United 
States Postal Service will go 
broke if it lets the 35 or so 
households in the new Rohnert 
Park subdivision get away with 
having mail dropped at their 
front doors. 
Someday, the postal service 
hopes, everybody will have to 
go to the curb for their mail, 
and if the people in Rohnert 
Park think they can buck the 
United States Government they 
have another think coming. 


ADD IT ALL IT — the nev­ 
er-ending rate increases, the 
destruction of some of the na­ 
tion’s favorite mass-circulation 
magazines (they couldn’t afford 
the high mailing rates), the 
inept procedures which very 
often make a letter from down 
the block take longer to arrive 
than a letter from across the 
country', the reduction in deliv­ 
ery service. 
It’s a clear case of what 
happens when paper-shuffling 
m entalities are allowed to run 
amok. 
W hatever becam e of the idea 
of service? 
Oh. it’s still there. The postal 
service, like a bunch of self- 
congratulating hick m erchants 
in a Sinclair Lewis novel, has 
come up with a vapid slogan 
which it pastes all over post 
offices “ People Serving You.”

Real Problem In Football 
Strike: Men Vs. Automation 


WASHINGTON - As if the 
U nited S tates did not have 
enough trouble, 
the National 
Football League players have 
gone out on stnke, and there is 


a possibility that none of the 
veterans will be there for the 
kickoff in the fall 


Although the disputed issues 
have to do with wages, discip­ 
line, and the power of the foot­ 
ball commissioner, the main 
problem is automation 


A PROFESSIONAL football 
player. Bronco Beaulandovich, 
‘old m e: 
“ The ow ners are 
trying to cut down the number 
of men on the field They main­ 
tain you don’t need 11 men on a 
side to play a game. They 
claim they now have computers 
that can kick, pass and block in 
one-tenth the time it now takes 
a man to do it. But what they 
don’t say is that if you cut down 
the num ber of men on a team 
you run great safety risks. A 
com puter can’t protect a quart­ 
erback like a human being 


“ The football ow ners are 
trying to save money on the 
payroll at the expense of our 
jobs. We’re not going to stand 
for it. The rules say you have to 
have 11 men on a side and 
we’re going to stick by it.” 
Horace Maldabeth, a football 
owner who has been negotiating 
the contract, told me: “There 
has been too much featherbed­ 
ding on football teams, and it is 
no longer economically feasible 
to maintain all those players on 
the field. We’ve done studies to 
show that the guards can be 
easily replaced by machines. 
The ends do nothing but stand 
around all day, and the football 
union 
refuses 
to let tackles 
touch the ball. Unless we use 
new technical methods and up­ 
date the job rules, we can’t stay 
in business.” 


MALDABETH SHOWED me 
a 
com puter that was pro­ 
grammed to do almost every­ 
thing a player could. “We can 
put one of these at each goal 
line and play a full hour’s game 
in 10 minutes. These computers 
ran produce twice as many 
touchdowns, fumbles and inter­ 


cepted passes as any team in 
the league Why should we keep 
men on the payroll when they 
add nothing to the gam e’ ’’ 


“ But don't computers take 
some fun out of the gam e1” I 
asked 


“ Possibly, but our concern is 
profits. How can we explain to 
our stockholders that we are 
paving ll players when five 
could do the job?” 


Maldabeth continued, “ Don’t 
forget, we re not talking only 
about the 11 men on the field. 
There are also 29 on the bench 
doing absolutely nothing. 
No 
football 
team 
can 
afford 
to 
have 29 players sitting on their 
duffs hiding their heads under 
blankets .” 


“ AREN’T THE PLAYERS 
worried about job security?” 


“ W ere willing to work that 
out. We will guarantee the un­ 
ion that no active player will be 
fired from his job because of 
automation. But if he gets in­ 
jured or plays out his contract, 
then he cannot be replaced by 
another man 
I can ’t think of 
anything fairer.” 


M aldabeth 
said 
th at 
he 
w asn’t thinking just of the play­ 
ers but the fans as well “ Foot­ 
ball costs are skyrocketing, and 
if they continue, we may have 
to elim inate a quarter of the 
game. By autom ating, we are 
guaranteeing the best possible 
contest at the 
best possible 
price. If we can give the fans a 
good gam e with five men on 
each team , I think we will have 
made a great contribution to 
the sport.” 


I WENT BACK to Bronco 
Beaulandovich. the p layers’ 
representative, and told him 
what 
Maldabeth 
had 
siad. 
“That’s a bunch of pigskin,” he 
said 


“Computers or no computers, 
I ain't going to send no guy out 
on the field unless he has 10

The Tiburon City Council last 
night approved alm ost a 17 per 
cent salary increase for its city 
m anager and voted an 8.2 per 
cent cost-of-living increase for 
other city employees. 
The total cost of the raises in 
the 1974-75 budget will be $40,- 
000, City Mgr. Robert L. Klei- 
neri said. 
The council justified giving 
him the $3,400 increase in his 
present salary' of $20,200 be­ 
cause he was hired last year at 
a lower rate than the previous 
city m anager until he could 
prove himself in his new post.

“The tax system gives the 
edge to people using raw m ate­ 
rials as opposed to recycling,” 
he said. He particularly pointed 
to depletion allowances on oil 
and other natural resources. 
Gravel said he believes either 
these tax incentives on use of 
raw m ateria ls m ust be re ­ 
moved, or else new tax incen­ 
tives be provided for firm s re­ 
cyclying or reusing products. 
M erritt said he w as con­ 
cerned at the drive toward con­ 
verting waste into energy or 
recy clin g because “ the re ­ 
source recovery process itself 
may create undesirable envi­ 
ronm ental im pacts or consume 
vital natural resources such as 
petroleum or natural gas. ”

Student Cooks Mixing Up

Marin County Transit District 
directors today accepted most 
of a proposed compromise with 
the Golden Gate Bridge District 
over a disputed bill for bus 
service. 
At issue is the cost of trans­ 
porting passengers who board 
com m uter buses within Marin 
and get off in Marin, a cost the 
bridge district insists the coun­ 
ty should pay. 
The bridge district figures the 
cost this fiscal year at about 
$350,000, a sum the county 
points out is more than it can 
pay from its limited funds. 
After months of negotiations, 
the bridge district offered to 
accept $85,000 plus $120,000 in 
sales taxes the county will get 
when the district takes delivery 
of 32 more buses and three new 
ferries. The bridge district also 
proposed that the county with­ 
draw its objection to giving it 
most of the county’s $1.3 million 
in state gasoline tax revenue 
for transit. 
The only proposal the county 
board declined to accept was 
that it also agree to pay the full 
cost 
in future vears. 
Unless 


voters agree to raise the prop­ 
erty tax limit for transit, no 
funds are available to increase 
the annual payment, the board 
said. 
Voters last month rejected 
just such a proposal, but the 
board agreed today to shoot for 
another try on the ballot next 
March 
The board voted 4-to-l to ac­ 
cept the bridge district’s com­ 
promise. 
supervisor Gary 
T. 
Giacomini voting “ no” and ob­ 
jecting the county should keep 
its share of gasoline tax reve­ 
nue to improve local bus serv­ 
ice. The compromise now goes 
back to bridge directors for 
their action

Diet Being Tested

the cardiovascular diseases the 
rich 
foods are 
suspected of 
causing. 
Dr Victor G. DeWolfe, head 
of the clinic's D epartm ent of 
Peripheral V ascular Disease, is 
directing the research with nu­ 
tritionist Dr Helen B. Brown 
and m em ber em eritus of the 
d im e ’s research division They 
are working with slx couples, 
one or both of whom 
have 
elevated cholesterol blood lev­ 
els. 
“ Ever since cholesterol was 
recognized as being implicated 
in the development of coronary 
heart disease, physicians have 
been attem pting to find ways to 
overcom e this." DeWolfe said. 
“ This particular method offers 
a 
new dimension in an ap­ 
proach toward alteration of die­ 
tary habits 
For the past month and for 
the next three months, the test 
couples will eat m eat and dairy 
products produced by livestock 
fed a special polyunsaturated 
feed 
Feed containing polyunsatur­ 
ated vegetable m atter is coated 


with protein which protects the 
feed from complete digestion in 
an anim al’s first stomach. The 
unsaturated nutrients are ab­ 
sorbed in the second stomach 
and become unsaturated fat in 
the cows and beef catle. 
“ In Australia they found that 
they were able to produce po­ 
lyunsaturated m eat," DeWolfe 
said “ They tried it on normal 
human beings and found they 
were able to reduce cholesterol 
by approxim ately 15 per cent. 
“At Ohio State University, 
where they’re also working on 
this, 
I 
believe they’re using 
students as test subjects,” he 
said. 
“ We’re the first group 
that have fried this on people 
who have elevated cholesterol 
to see if we can further de­ 
crease their cholesterol levels.” 
The taste of the unsaturated 
meat and dairy products is of 
some concern to the research­ 
ers. but DeWolfe reports the 
test couples "think it’s pretty 
good ” 
“ If 
this really works, 
the 
people of the Western world 
eating these highly saturated 
foods will be getting unsaturat­ 
ed foods instead, without hav­ 
ing to change their habits,” he 
said “ But I have no basis upon 
which to base a lot of optimism 
yet.

Brief Periods Of Depression 
Common To Almost Everyone 


Everyone is depressed at some time. Spirits 
sag when a loved one dies, or when a person 
faces disappointm ent, failure, or rejection. 
The political scene of late can dampen the 
most optimistic individual. Short periods of 
discouragem ent or sadness usually are short­ 
lived and, before too long, the attitude be­ 
comes more cheerful Several antidepressant 
drugs can help the person get over the 
gloomy days 


TRUE MELANCHOLIA or depression is 
serious. These individuals may 
not have the ability to cope with 
life’s norm al vicissitudes. They 
become depressed by events 
which only sadden others. All 
aspects of daily life are affect­ 
ed by a deeply entrenched de­ 
pression The response to minor 
disturbances is completely out 
of proportion to the problem at 
hand 


This much ado about nothing 
offers one of the first clues that 
the emotional state is deterio­ 
rating. Insomnia, lack of appe­ 
tite, and weight loss also are 
early signs of depression. 


The individual becomes pessi­ 
mistic and downhearted, cries 
easily, and feels inferior and 
u n w o rth y of c o n s id e ra tio n . 
When feelings of inadequacy 
and hopelessness persist, sui­ 
cide is a possibility. Rational 
thinking no longer is possible, 
adding to the despair and lone­ 
liness. 


EXPER T CARE is needed in 
these situations, 
because the 
m ajority of victims are not able 
to help themselves. Some re­ 
spond to one of the tricyclic 
antidepressives such an imi-

WASHINGTON CUPD - The 
Supreme Court held yesterday 
that Phillips Petroleum, the na 
tion’s 8th largest oil company, 
could not enter the California 
gasoline station market by ac­ 
quiring the Tidewater Oil Co. 


The court acted in a brief 
order without opinion affirming 
a decision by U.S. D istrict 
Court Judge Warren J. Fergu­ 
son and ending nearly eight 
years of Phillips competition in 
California. 
Ferguson had hald that Phil­ 
lips. by acquiring Tidewater for 
$366 million rather than build­ 
ing its own California system 
from the ground up, violated 
the Clayton Act. The act forbids 
acquisition on the assets of a 
company when competition 
would be lessened 
Ferguson ordered Phillips to 
divest itself of Tidewater. 
Phillips had argued that its 
chances for success marketing 
gasoline in California were slim 
without first acquiring an al­ 
ready existing company such as 
Tidewater, also called “ Flying 
A,” and its 3,250 stations. It 
cited losses in the last decade 
by larger firms attempting to 
open stations in California, in­ 
cluding Standard Oil of Indiana, 
Gulf and Exxon. 
Oil company lawyers also 
said Tidewater would go out of 
business if not purchased, 
which would reduce competi­ 
tion even more.

RENO, Nev. (AP) — At one 
time some 2,300 “ Harolds Club 
or Bust” signs dotted rural 
America and club officials 
bragged you were never more 
than eight hours from one. 
But today, because of what 
officials of the glittering gam­ 
bling casino call the “ big take­ 
down” sparked by the 1965 
Highway Beautification Act, 
fewer than 300 signs remain. 
Eventually, all signs east of 
the Rocky Mountains will be 
phased out. 
“ I imagine we’ll end up with 
about 75 signs,” said Bob Grif­ 
fith, chief of outdoor advertis­ 
ing for Harolds. The beautifica- 
t i o n 
a c t 
m a n d a t e s 
nonconforming signs to be re­ 
moved from highways by 1977 
and allows signs only in com­ 
mercial and industrial areas. 
The Harolds signs first ap­ 
peared in the late 1930s. shortly 
after the casino opened its 
doors in 1935. 
The 1940s and 1950s were the 
signs’ heydays as some 2,300 of

To Train African Nurses

dren,

today to see if she can make 
another dream come true. 
She'll fly from New York City 
to Accra. 
Ghana, 
tomorrow. 
She seeks to found a school to 
train registered nurses in the 
small West African nation just 
a few miles above the Equator.

weeks of reconnaissance, she 
explained yesterday.

All-Stars Boycott Practice; Miami Game Threatened 


CHICAGO (UPI) - The Col­ 
lege All-Stars today boycotted 
the start of practice for their 
July 26 game with the world 
champion Miami Dolphins and 
threatened to refuse to play in 
the gam e, too, unless striking 
NFL veterans have a signed 
contract. 
The action left plans for the 
annual sum m er classic in lim­ 
bo. The sponsoring C hicago 
Tribune threatened to cancel 
the gam e unless it receives 
assurance by Wednesday that it 


will be played “without inter­ 
ference." 
The 48 rookie stars who re­ 
ported to training cam p voted 
after a heated meeting Monday 
to honor the picket lines of 
striking veterans and not even 
practice for the gam e until 
“ serious negotiations" resume. 
Terry Bledsoe, director of in­ 
formation for the NFL M anage­ 
ment Council, responded im me­ 
diately in New York that the 
owners already had 
fulfilled 
th at dem and. He said Jim 


Scearce, a federal mediator, 
asked the NFL m anagem ent 
Monday whether it would be 
willing to resum e negotiations 
which broke off two weeks ago 
and the NFL accepted. 
Ed Garvey, executive direc­ 
tor of the Players Association, 
said he would fly to Washington 
from Chicago today “to see 
whether there’s any good faith 
offer to be put forth by the 
owners. If there is, w e're ready 
to negotiate." 
H ow ever, G arvey said he 


hoped the All-Stars wait “to see 
how things are going before 
they make a decision" about 
returning to practice. 


Luke Carroll, executive direc­ 
tor of Chicago Tribune Chari­ 
ties, said it is “ impossible to 
prepare for this gam e on very 
short notice. 


“ We think the players would 
prefer to save the gam e," he 
said. “We think the league own­ 
ers would wish to see it played. 
But unless arrangem ents are 


worked out in 48 hours (by 
Wednesday) to allow the game 
to be played without interfer­ 
ence, we shall be forced reluc­ 
tantly to cancel.” 
T he P la y e r s A sso c ia tio n 
asked both the All-Stars and the 
Miami Dolphins to boycott the 
gam e, and few Dolphin regu­ 
lars have turned out for train­ 
ing camp. But there was specu­ 
lation that some of the Dolphins 
would change their minds be­ 
cause of the $5,000 paycheck for 
each Miami team m em ber and 


Coach Don Shula said he would 
continue with his training camp 
despite the All-Stars’ action. 


The All-Stars made their de­ 
cision in a hand vote after they 
listened to a one-hour debate 
between Jim Finks, a repre­ 
sentative of the NFL Manage­ 
ment Council, and Garvey.

Baseball Lost 
A Grand Old Man 


WALTER MAILS 


Baseball lost one of its grand old men the other 
day. 
The man was Walter Mails, a gentleman who 
was always known as a dapper Dan, from his 
days as a southpaw pitcher in the major leagues 
in the ’20s to his last days when he visited 
Candlestick Park for 
Giant games. 
W alter, nicknam ed 
the Imperial Duster and 
Walter the Great, died 
last Friday after more 
than a year’s illness. He 
will be buried tomorrow 
in Mount Olivet Ceme­ 
tery, San Rafael. It was 
a tough battle with Par­ 
kinson’s Disease and 
Walter lost. At 78, Mails 
couldn’t fight back with 
the strength he had 
when he was helping the 
Cleveland Indians win 
the World Series in 1920. 
The illness 
slowed 
Walter down. His brisk 
walk had changed into barely more than a 
shuffle. He had to stay home in San Francisco 
more, but he still made it to Candlestick Park’s 
press box to see a few games. Since his retire­ 
ment in 1972 from the Giants’ speakers bureau, 
Mails still had his heart in baseball. As he said 
more than once: “Baseball’s my life.” 
Walter’s seven-year major league record was 
32 wins and 25 losses, with the time spent with the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, Cleveland Indians and St. 
Louis Cardinals. In the ’20 World Series, Mails 
pitched 6% innings of shutout relief in one game 
and then pitched a 1-0 three-hit shutout for nine 
innings in the sixth game. The Indians won the 
Series the next day. 
HE WAS PROUD OF his birthplace, San 
Quentin. “People always laughed when I told 
them I was bom in San Quentin,” Mails said 
once, “but it’s the truth!” Walter’s father was a 
guard at San Quentin Prison and his mother was 
the community’s second postmaster, retiring in 
1942. 
Mails played his sandlot ball in Marin County 
and then in Berkeley before starting his profes­ 
sional career. In addition to the majors, Mails 
pitched in the Pacific Coast League, with the 
Oakland Oaks, San Francisco Seals, and the 
Sacramento Solons. 
A publicist for the Seals starting in 1955, Mails 
took a like job with the Giants when that team 
moved west from New York. Mails lived in Marin 
during his early days with the Giants but moved 
to San Francisco later. 
He was inducted into the Marin County Hall of 
Fame in 1969 by the sponsoring Knights of 
Columbus of Southern Marin. Last September he 
was honored by the American Sports Club of San 
Francisco for his contribution to sports through 
the years. He was too ill to attend the dinner but 
his wife, Viola, accepted his award for him. 
A VERY OUTSPOKEN man was Walter. He 
would give his views on any subject and seldom 
had to be asked first. He rarely pulled punches. 
Just a few days ago, which was to be the last 
time I would see him, Mails cornered me and 
brought up the subject of girls playing in Little 
League. He disagreed with the idea and felt boys 
should be left alone to play and girls should 
develop their own leagues. He cared little if he 
was labeling himself a chauvinist because of his 
views. To Walter’s way of thinking, baseball was 
a man’s game. 
A couple of years ago, as guest speaker at a 
San Rafael Rotary Club meeting, Mails ended his 
talk only the way he could do it, saying, “Make 
sure you tell your friends you met the great 
Mails.” There was a twinkle in his eyes. 
Yes, that was Walter the Great.

"But this is a

course for m e," he said. “ It 
favors a left-to-rigbt pattern I 
have always been left-to-right, 
too. but lately it’s been a shade 
too much to the right.

The period between now and 
the year 2,000 will be critical 
for many species of wiJdlife. 
The task of maintaining species 
now listed as rare or endan­ 
gered will require the continued 
intensive effort of all Californi­ 
ans. not just those of us in the 
business of fish and wildlife 
conservation. 


By the turn of the century, 
however, the necessary habitat 
for all species should have been 
acquired in an effort to pre­ 
serve all species in perpetuity. 


WE EXPECT the quality of 
the marine environment to im­ 
prove, and with it the popula­ 
tions of tidal invertebrates to 
increase. Improved water qual­ 
ity, habitat preservation and 
enforcem ent of regulations 
should help bring these develop­ 
ments about. 


This generation will be re­ 
membered not only for what it 
saves of its fish and wildlife 
resources — as important, even 
vital, as preservation is — but 
for what it builds. 
Why all the concern for pre­ 
serving smelly, unsightly tidal 
marshes that appear to produce 
nothing but mosquitoes and 
probably should be filled in so 
they could be put to proper 
use? 
Well, they provide nursery 
areas for game fish, serve as 
wintering grounds for millions 
of waterfowl, and are home for 
countless species of birds and 
mammals. 
But this is only the beginning. 
It is in the marshes that much 
of life begins. The constant flow 
of tides washes nutrients back 
and forth so that billions of tiny 
plants and animals begin life, 
grow and are eaten by large 
organisms, which are in turn 
eaten by still larger animals. 
Some migrate into bays and the 
ocean to form part of the 
ocean's food chain. 
At the same time marshes 
support a large part of the dry 
land food chain. Marshes are 
tremendously productive, man­ 
ufacturing 10 tons of dry organ- 


straw and roots per acre per 
year. 
Marshes also recycle wastes 
and convert nutrients. Recent 
studies show that marshes so 
effectively recycle nitrogen, 
phosphorous and sulfur that 
their value should be computed 
at thousands of dollars per acre 
for this reason alone 


AS YOU KNOW, marshland 
is rapidly disappearing in Cali­ 
fornia and elsewhere. There are 
only 660 square miles of tidal 
marsh left in the state. In the 
San Francisco Bay area alone 
80 per cent of the tidal marshes 
have been filled in during the 
last century. 
The Suisun Marsh in Solano 
County is the largest such area 
left in California. 
Its 80,000 
acres represent about 19 per 
cent of the remaining natural 
tidal marshes in the state. 
Because it was relatively iso­ 
lated, it managed to remain 
protected until recently, but 
now developers are looking to­ 
ward it. 
An urban developm ent al­ 
ready has been started at Cor­ 
delia on the northwest corner of 
the marsh. On the southeast the 
county has zoned an area for 
heavy industry. A proposal for 
a garbage dump on the north 
side was defeated only narrow­ 
ly. Many other proposed devel­ 
opments are in the works. 
In an effort to protect the 
marsh from going the way of 
most other large marshes, the 
Department of Fish and Game 
has proposed that a buffer zone 
be set up around it. 
It is hoped to keep industrial 
and home building away from 
the actual border of the marsh 
because it is known from expe­ 
rience that once development 
starts on adjacent lands, prop­ 
erty values rise, taxes increase 
and pressures build for involve­ 
ment of the marshland itself 
Purchases of marshland in 
Tomales Bay is equally impor­ 
tant.

AMERICAN EXCHANGE 
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Pessimism 


Revealed 
By Surveys 


By JOHN CUNNIFF 
NEW YORK (AP) - The sur­ 
veys of consumer sentiment 
suggest that you are mired in 
pessimism about the economy 
and entangled in a dilemma 
over how to handle your person­ 
al finances. 


You might say it doesn't take 
a survey to convey this truth to 
you — that you could pick up 
the same results in a few min­ 
utes at a supermarket checkout 
counter Quite likely you are 
correct 


But it is the professional sur­ 
veys, by the Survey Research 
center at the University of 
Michigan, by Sindlinger & Co. 
of Swarthmore. Pa., and by The 
Conference Board u'hich have 
ihe wider audience. 


The surveys show, among 
other things, that you the con­ 
sumer are struggling to make 
up your mind about whether to 
remain 
entrenched, 
saving 
what money you can, or to 
spend now to avoid still higher 
prices later 


During past periods of con­ 
sumer pessimism, the Survey 
Research Center explains, opin­ 
ions about spending also were 
unfavorable. People became 
aware that the rainy day might 
In1 just around the corner, and 
they saved for it 


This behavioral pattern 
helped explain in part the cu­ 
rious proliferation of bank out­ 
lets on almost every corner in 
some areas of cities while out­ 
lets of almost every' other sort 
were complaining about poor 
business. 


As anyone knows who has 
seen his favorite restaurant dis­ 
possessed by another pennant- 
waving, gift-giving savings 
bank, that tendency still pers­ 
ists. But it is being offset to 
some degree by the buy-in- 
advance psychology 


In 
May, for example, the 
Survey Research Center found 
that 46 per cent of respondents 
said it was a good time to buy 
large household goods, while 
only 22 per cent said it was a 
poor time to buy 
The percentages do not total 
100 per cent because some res­ 
pondents answered “ don't 
know" and others gave answers 
that fit neither yes or no cate­ 
gories. 
Behind the buy-now thrust is 
the growing cynicism of many 
Americans who feel that little 
economic good can come to 
them 
by practicing the old- 
fashioned virtue of thrift so 
long as prices continue to rise. 
And they believe they will rise. 
A widespread lack of faith in 
government combines with the 
sense of hopelessness about in­ 
flation to produce the pessi­ 
mism that is so commonly re­ 
ported now by the surveyors

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IRS Could Ploy 
Role In Welfare 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Health Education and Welfare 
Secretary Caspar W. Weinber­ 
ger says he has asked the 
Internal Revenue Service to 
consider running a new, 
streamlined welfare system 
that would also have elements 
of tax reform. 
After a 30-minute meeting 
with President Nixon yester­ 
day. Weinberger said they dis­ 
cussed inflation, welfare re­ 
form. long range problems in 
the social security system and 
college financing for the chil­ 
dren of middle class families. 
Nixon called inflation “the 
No. 1 issue before the country 
today," Weinberger said. 
He also said the President 
expressed concern some wel­ 
fare recipients may qualify for 
aid without needing it. while 
others in real need may not be 
getting assistance. 


Cor Firm Helps 
Denture W earers 


LONDON (UPI) - People 
who have trouble with their 
false teeth may soon have their 
problems solved by Rolls-Royce 
dentures, a report in the British 
dental journal said. 
The report said 100 people 
who regularly broke their false 
teeth have had no trouble since 
being fitted with experimental 
dentures strengthened with car­ 
bon fiber developed by Rolls- 
Royce for use in jet engines. 


Although welfare reform was 
among the topics discussed, 
Weinberger did not say he and 
Nixon specifically discussed the 
IRS welfare system proposal. 
He said the IRS had been 
asked to consider the feasibility 
of his proposal, working closely 
with HEW. 
The IRS-administered wel­ 
fare system “ would have as­ 
pects of tax reform and welfare 
replacement to it,” Weinberger 
said. He gave no other details. 
He said his welfare reform 
discussions with Nixon centered 
on a University of Michigan 
study, released last week by 
HEW. which said 45 per cent of 
the population. 85 million peo­ 
ple. had been eligible for var­ 
ious welfare benefits during the 
last six years. 
What interested Nixon so 
much about this study, he said, 
was that “ a great many people 
may be eligible for and receiv­ 
ing public assistance from 
these programs without the 
need factor being associated 
with them, while others in need 
may not be getting assistance. ” 
The programs referred to in 
the study included a wide range 
of “ income transfer" systems, 
such as food stamps and unem­ 
ployment compensation. 
Weinberger said Nixon ex­ 
pressed interest in the impact 
on the social security financial 
system caused by growing 
numbers of retirees eligible for 
increasing levels of benefits.

Runaway Toads Sought 
With Radio Love Call 


DARWIN. Australia (AP) — 
Darwin’s radio stations will 
play the love call of the sugar 
cane toad in a scheme to cap­ 
ture five of the creatures en­ 
dangering local animals. 
The toads are the last of 18 
which escaped from the home 
of a biology teacher. They feast 
on insects playing a major role 
in controlling blow flies harm­ 
ful to cattle, a major regional 
industry. 
The eight-inch-long creatures 
also squirt a powerful poison 
that can kill dogs, cats and 
pigs. 
Although the toads prefer a 
diet of insects, they are known 
as “walking vacuum cleaners," 
capable of eating cigarette 
butts, table tennis balls and 
most anything else. 
In an attempt to catch the 
toads, a university professor 
and officials of the Northern 
Territory Wildlife Department 
will comb the suburbs of Dar­ 


win playing tape recordings of 
the toads’ mating call. 
Similar tapes will be broad­ 
cast by radio stations to ac­ 
quaint Darwinians to the dis­ 
tinctive nighttime call. 
The original 18 toads were 
brought to Darwin from 
Queensland by a biology teach­ 
er who wanted to use them in 
his classes.

available to NATO—from 91,000 
men to 81,000. 
If the Dutch defense plan 
were carried through, Holland 
eventually would provide 27,100 
combat-ready troops in peace­ 
time. compared with its current 
NATO contribution of 33,700 
frontline forces.
